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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the output of the first 
PUT coupled to a first input of the first multiplexer recited in claims 110 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 1-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 and claim 10 
do not accurately reflect what is being shown in Diagram 1 respectively. For example, 
claims 1 and 10 state that the output of the first DUT is coupled to a first input of the 
first multiplexer, however in Diagram 1 , the DUT is directly connected to a coupler 
instead of the multiplexer. Also in claim 1 , it states that the output of the second 
multiplexer is coupled to an input of the first DUT. In Diagram 1 , the DUT is not 
connected to the second multiplexer. The applicant must make the necessary changes 
to the claim language so that it corresponds to the elements of the diagrams. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the claim 
objection set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1-10 are indicated allowable because the prior art does not teach or 
suggest a coupling unit adapted for providing at least one signal path between at least 
two of a first DUT, a first coupler, a second coupler, comprising a first coupler, a second 
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coupler, a first DUT, a second DUT, a first multiplexer and a second multiplexer device. 
Claims 2-9 are dependant on claim 1 and are indicated allowable accordingly. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Choi, US publication No. 2004/011657 discloses a semiconductor device and 
method for testing comprising plurality of multiplexers. 

Evans, US publication No. 2003/0196151 discloses a testing system for 
simultaneously testing of a plurality of device comprising a multiplexer connected to 
DUT.
